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Claims 12, 15-22 and 24-29 are provisionally rejected under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as 
being unpatentable over claims 1-8 and 10-1 1 of copending 
Application No. 09/816,863, now Patent Application Publication US 
2002/0172746. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they 
are not patentably distinct from each other because no unobvious or 
unexpected result is seen from the inclusion of an organic food 
additive especially when the when the published claims include food 
additives in general. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting 
rejection because the conflicting claims have not in fact been 
patented. 



The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a 
judicially created doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected 
in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or improper timewise 
extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent 
possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 
F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 
164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 
163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .321(c) may be used to overcome an actual or provisional 
rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground provided 
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the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned 
with this application.

Claims 12, 18-22 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Grimm. 

Grimm discloses a dentrifice containing encapsulated flavoring. 
The formula for the dentrifice is shown at example 3 to include 
sodium aluminum silicate and a cinnamon flavor. The sodium 
aluminum silicate has the properties of the required bulk density and 
particle size that is required in claim 12 (column 8, lines 4-7). In this 
case cinnamon is the food additive and aluminum silicate is the 
matrix. 

Claims 12, 15, 18, 19, 24 and 25 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Blake (4,513,016 or 
4,565,708). 
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Blake discloses a no-stir dry mix with pudding nuggets for 
cake. Although the specification clearly described the invention, the 
claims show the features of the claims in an easily visible way. The 
particle size and density of the dry mix is shown at column 16, lines 
58-68. The active ingredients, in this case, are the leavening and 
flavor. The matrix is flour and sugar. 

Claims 13, 30 and 31 are objected to as being dependent upon 
a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

The rejection of the claims under 35 USC 1 12 has been 
dropped in response to applicants amendments to the claims and 
also to applicants arguments.
